He said th e damage was so 
ex ten siv e “ it co u ld n o t h elp bu t 
cau se death ” bu t h e wo u ld n o t 
sp ecu late o n rep o rts th e sen ato r 
was p artly p araly zed du rin g th e 
25 h o u rs h e clu n g to life after 
th e sh o o tin g Wedn esday . 
No gu ch i said ro u tin e tests o f 
brain tissu e an d v ital o rgan s re­ 
mo v ed du rin g th e au to p sy wo u ld 
co n tin u e fo r day s o r ev en weeks 
bu t h e was co n fiden t th ey wo u ld 
n o t ch an ge h is decisio n o n th e 
cau se o f death .

LOS ANGELES (AP) — It 
may be days or weeks before 
the full medical story of Sen. 
Robert F. Kennedy’s assassina­ 
tion is told, but one fact appar­ 
ently 
has 
been 
established: 
Death was due to a bullet in the 
brain. 
The coroner’s chief medical 
examiner said Thursday after a 
six-hour autopsy: “The cause of 
death was ascribed by me as 
gunshot wound of the right mas­ 
toid penetrating the brain.’’ 
Dr. Thomas T. Noguchi told 
newsmen that pieces of the bul­ 
let and the mastoid bone behind 
the right ear “severely dam­ 
aged the main portion of the 
right side of the brain and 
reached about tile center of the 
brain.” 
He said tile damage was so 
extensive “it could not help but 
cause death” but he would not 
speculate on reports the senator 
was partly paralyzed during the 
25 hours he clung to life after 
the shooting Wednesday. 
Noguchi said routine tests of 
brain tissue and vital organs re­ 
moved during the autopsy would 
continue for days or even weeks 
but he was confident they would 
not change his decision on the 
cause of death. 
“Quite a few fragments of the 
bullet were still in the brain,” 
Noguchi said. Surgeons who op­ 
erated on Kennedy shortly after 
the shooting reported they had 
obtained all but one fragment.

were damaged in the greatest 
rescu e effort made in Vietnam, 
Air Force officers disclosed to­ 
day . 
Bu t the costly , three-day oper­ 
ation achiev ed its goal, the res- 
cu e of a 27 -y ear-old Nav y flier 
trapped within a bristling com­ 
plex of antiaircraft defenses. 
A small armada of warplanes 
and helicopters flew 181 sorties 
to sav e Lt. Kenney D. Fields of 
Jacksonv ille, Fla. 
“ Those gu y s ju st nev er gav e 
u p,” said Fields. 
The massiv e operation began 
May 31, and parts of it are still 
u nder secu rity wraps. It cen­ 
tered on a heav ily defended 
road which cu ts west from the 
North Vietnamese coast toward 
the Mu Gia Pass and the en­ 
trance to the Ho Chi Minh Trail 
ju st abov e the 17th parallel. 
Fly ing 
an 
A7 
Corsair jet, 
Fields took off from the Ameri­ 
ca last Friday afternoon on the 
big carrier’s first day of combat 
patrol off North Vietnam. 
Boring into the target area 
half an hou r iater, the su bsonic 
jet was hit by what appeared to 
be 37 mm antiaircraft fire and 
went 
ou t 
of 
control. 
Fields 
popped his ejection seat and 
parachu ted down. 
“ It was probably the worst 
place in the world to go down.” 
one of the rescu e officers said 
later. “ The area was literally 
aliv e with troops and gu ns.’’ 
Fields, howev er, managed to 
land in a ju ngled spot—su r­ 
rou nded by enemy positions bu t 
for the moment safe. His v v ing- 
man in another Corsair began to 
circle the area u ntil rescu e heli­ 
copters cou id arriv e, and he be­ 
came the first casu alty of the 
rescu e. 
His plane was hit by a bu rst 
of gu nfire, and the pilot banked 
toward the coast 20 miles away . 
He barely made it and ejected 
into the sea near a heav ily de­ 
fended island. The chopper that 
j 
rescu ed him retu rned to base 
fu ll of bu llet holes. 
Meanwhile, 
propeller-driv en 
Sky raiders were on the way to 
help 
Fields. 
They 
had 
been 
nearby , searching u nsu ccessfu l­ 
ly for an Air Force F105 Thim- 
derchief pilot who had gone 
down earlier and was nev er lo­ 
cated. 
As Fields gav e instru ctions on 
his rescu e radio, North 
Viet­ 
namese 
gu nners 
crisscrossed 
the sky with fire, the Sky raiders 
tried to find him. A Jolly Green 
Giant helicopter hedge-hopped 
toward the area. Jets began to 
strafe and bomb the enemy gu n 
positions. Bu t near du sk it was 
ev ident 
no rescu e 
cou ld 
be 
made that day . 
Du ring the night. Fields man­ 
aged to mov e a few hu ndred 
y ards, bu t he was still su rrou nd­ 
ed by North Vietnamese troops. 
By radio Satu rday morning he 
calmly gav e the rescu e fleet ra ­ 
dio reports and pinpointed his 
location. Jets again screamed 
down on the area with rockets, 
machine gu ns and CBU bombs 
that spew thou sands of tiny pel­ 
lets. 
The 'antiaircraft fire became 
more intense and two Sky raid­ 
ers were downed. The pilot of 
one, Maj. William Falank, 43, of 
Chicago, 111., got far enou gh 
away before bailing ou t so a 
chopper cou ld rescu e him with­ 
ou t mu ch trou ble. The other pi 
lot is still missing. 
Maj. Dale Oderman of Spring- 
Field, Ore., and a v eteran of 
dozens of rescu e missions in 
North Vietnam, tried lo get his

His engine began to ov erheat, 
and he was forced to pu t down 
in a ju ngle Clearing in enemy 
territory . A few minu tes later 
he got into thc air again, only to 
be forced down again within a 
few miles.

They came back the nex t day 
with a fly ing crane and lifted 
their stricken craft ou t.

The 
jets went in first, then the pro­ 
peller-driv en Sky raiders, then a 
lu mbering helicopter tried 
to 
make the rescu e. Again the ene­ 
my fire drov e it off. 
Fields reported later that the 
air strikes to protect him set off 
perhaps 
2 00 or more secondary 
ex plosions, meaning he was in 
the middle of a defense complex 
of gu ns, mu nitions and troops.

But the costly, three-day op er­ 
ation achieved its goal, the re s­ 
cue of a 27-year-old N avy flier 
trapped within a bristling com ­ 
plex of an tiairc ra ft defenses. 
A sm all arm ad a of w arplanes 
and helicopters flew 181 sorties 
to save Lt. K enney D. Fields of 
Jacksonville, F la. 
“ Those guys just never gave 
u p ,” said Fields. 
The m assive operation began 
May 31, and p arts of it a re still 
under security w raps. It cen­

road which cuts w est from the 
N orth V ietnam ese coast tow ard 
the Mu Gia P ass and the en ­ 
tran ce to the Ho Chi M inh Trail 
just above the 17th parallel. 
Flying

F ields took off from the A m eri­ 
ca la st F riday afternoon on the 
big c a rrie r’s first day of com bat 
patrol off N orth V ietnam . 
Boring into the ta rg e t area 
half an hour later, the subsonic 
je t w as hit by w hat ap peared to 
be 37mm an tiairc ra ft fire and 
w ent 
out 
of 
control.

parachuted down.

awake. Within minutes, they fall asleep. 
• Much of the trouble to begin with, 
the doctor feels, is caused by a person’s 
worry about not going to sleep. So he 
conv inces his patients they should 
worry about going to sleep. While this 
psy chotherapic treatment is going on 
certain props, such as the ey es wide

clock 
the 
patient 
is 
remember to punch ev ery quarter hour 
ore giv en to insure the attention doesn’t 
stray . 
At the same time, the doctor begins 
his studies to ascertain the underly ing 
cause of the patient’s sleeplessness. But 
the immediate effect is to giv e the 
patient relief. The treatment could be 
described as an ex tension of the old 
sheep-counting fable. 
“ Paradox intention” could be the 
coming thing. Imagine the social image 
of a person who casually ex plains his 
paradox intentions to callers. Perhaps 
this treatment might be successful in 
cases in other self-induced ailments or 
ex cesses. 
Making the unwanted circumstance 
as distasteful as possible prov ides a 
powerful incentiv e for destroy ing it.

Staying Awake To Sleep 
Laff-A-Day 
A Viennese professor, apparently 
working on the theory that too much 
of anything is bad, has reached the 
conclusion that the easiest way to cure 
insomnia is to stay awake. He now 
prescribes 
a 
treatment, 
dubbed 
J ‘paradox intention,” which includes all 
manner of means to keep his patient 
but of the state of somnolescence. 
: The chief of a Viennese hospital’s 
neurological department requires that 
insomniacs concentrate 
on keeping 
their eyes open, their minds active and 
their attention focused upon staying 
awake. Within minutes, they fall asleep. 
Much of the trouble to begin with, 
the doctor feels, is caused by a person’s 
worry about not going to sleep. So he 
convinces his patients they should 
worry about going to sleep. While this 
psychotherapic treatment is going on 
certain props, such as the eyes wide 


open rule and perhaps even a time 
clock 
the 
patient 
is

to 
remember to punch every quarter hour 
ore given to insure the attention doesn’t 
stray. 
At the same time, the doctor begins 
his studies to ascertain the underlying 
cause of the patient’s sleeplessness.

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NEW YORK (AP) — A few 
well regarded economists who 
sometimes have been accused 
of looking at the most dismal 
side of society reached agree­ 
ment among themselves the 
other day that perhaps things 
weren’t as bad as they looked. 
One of the real maladies, they 
felt, was the snapshot syn­ 
drome. This is an illness, they 
said, that affects a range of 
students, workers, businessmen, 
sociologists, economists, educa­ 
tors. Its symptoms axe intel­ 
lectual nearsightedness, an ig­ 
norance of history, an inability 
to view society as anything but 
static. 
The snapshot syndrome caus­ 
es the viewer to see everything 
in black and white, like a pho­ 
tograph, and to focus on the im­ 
mediate problems without at- 
empting to place these prob­ 
lems in perspective. This view­ 
er never asks if things are bet- 


ter or worse; he observes only 
that they are very bad. 
Said one economist: “They 
can relate only to what has 
happened in the past four or 
five years. Beyond that they’re 
liable to think of President Ei­ 
senhower and Washington as 
contemporaries. And they can’t 
see any farther into the fu­ 
ture.” 
Perhaps fitting into their con­ 
tempt of things was the Com­ 
merce Department report this 
week showing that the number 
of poverty families d r o p p e d 
sharply from 1959 to 1966. 
More than six million families 
lived in poverty in 1966, or 12.4 
per cent of all families. The 
breakdown by color was much 
worse: 34.9 per cent of all Ne­ 
gro families were in poverty, 
compared with 9.9 per cent of 
white families. 
These are the figures that 


now cause so much concern in 
America and which, in the view 
of some authorities, endanger 
the future of American life. But 
they are not static figures. They 
are changing. 
Despite a smaller population 
in 1959, conditions then were 
worse. About 8.3 million families 
lived in poverty, or 18 per cent 
of all families. Nearly 50 per 
cent of Negro families and 15 
per cent of whites were pover­ 
ty stricken. 
Bad as the later figures are 
then, the proportion of Ameri­ 
cans living in poverty conditions 
fell from 18 per cent in 1959 to 
12.4 per cent in 1966. 
The big danger is that im­ 
provement will continue along 
color lines. Not only is the per­ 
centage of Negro poverty much 
larger than that for whites, but 
improvement among Negroes 
actually has been slower.

Scripture— Job 31.

THE BOOK of Job is a teach- 
ing p oem written in the form of 
a drama. It begin# with an ac­ 
cou nt of disaster and ends with 
p rosp erity and joy the u ltimate 
reward of ita p rotagonist. De­ 
sp ite this, and the fact that it 
is hard to read, the book was 
obv iously intended to be read 
rather than acted out. 
We hav e all heard of "the p a­ 
tience of Job,” bu t the book 
does not indicate that Job ex ­ 
ercised any tremendou s amou nt 
of that v irtu e. He was imp atient 
with his wife, with friends who 
tried to counsel him, with his 
affliction, ev en with the Lord.

NEW YORK (AP> - In fiv e 1 
y ears of American history , the 
assassin's bu llet has thru st up on 
the national scene a new ty p e of 
woman—the Widow of Violence. 
The shooting of Sen. Robert 
F. 
Kennedy , who lay in ex tremely 
critical condition in a Los An­ 
geles hosp ital, drew attention 
anew to the p rocession of trage­ 
dy ev en as many Americans 
p ray ed that the senator’s wife 
would escap e the same fate. 
First, shortly after midnight 
on Ju ne 11, 19 63, a bu llet killed 
civ il rights leader Medgar Ev ­ 
ers in the doorway of his Jack­ 
son, Miss., home. 
Ly ing p rone on the floor in­ 
side the house as they had been 
tau ght to do at the sound of gu n­ 
fire were Ev ers’ wife My rtle 
and their three children. 
Fiv e months later, on Nov . 22, 
19 63, President John F. Kenne­ 
dy was shot down du ring a Dal­ 
las, Tex ., motorcade with his 
wife Jacqu eline at his side. 
And two day s later Lee Harv ­ 
ey Oswald who

said 
killed 
the 
President was kilied by Jack 
Ruby , leav ing Oswald’s Sov iet- 
born wife with their two y ou ng­ 
sters in an alien cou ntry . 
On Ap ril 4 of this y ear Nobel

Lu ther King Jr. was slain while 
standing on the balcony of a 
Memp his, Terai., motel, leav ing

NEW YORK (AP) — In five j 
years of American history, the j 
assassin’s bullet has thrust upon 
the national scene a new type of 
woman—the Widow of Violence. 
The shooting of Sen. Robert F. 
Kennedy, who lay in extremely 
critical condition in a Los An­ 
geles hospital, drew attention 
anew to the procession of trage­ 
dy even as many Americans 
prayed that the senator’s wife 
would escape the same fate. 
First, shortly after midnight 
on June ll, 1963, a bullet killed 
civil rights leader Medgar Ev­ 
ers in the doorway of his Jack­ 
son, Miss., home. 
Lying prone on the floor in­ 
side the house as they had been 
taught to do at the sound of gun­ 
fire were Evers’ wife Myrlie 
and their three children. 
Five months later, on Nov. 22, 
1963, President John F. Kenne­ 
dy was shot down during a Dal­ 
las, Tex., motorcade with his 
wife Jacqueline at his side. 
And two days later Lee Harv­ 
ey Oswald who the Warren 
Commission 
said 
killed 
the 
President was kilted by Jack 
Ruby, leaving Oswald’s Soviet- 
born wife with their two young­ 
sters in an alien country. 
On April 4 of this year Nobel 
Peace Prize winner Dr. Martin 
Luther King Jr. was slain while 
standing on the balcony of a 
Memphis, Term., motel, leaving 


behind his wife Coretta and 
their four youngsters. 
Of these Widows of Violence, 
only the wife of Oswald has 
been able to regain a measure 
of private life. The two widows 
of civil rights leaders chose to 
remain in the spotlight to carry 
on their husbands’ crusades. At 
the same time Mrs. John F. 
Kennedy remains in the nation­ 
al limelight. 
“When Medgar died, a part of 
me died. And I have just exist­ 
ed,” said his widow a year after 
the tragedy. Eventually Mrs. 
Evers, haunted by memories in 
Mississippi, moved to Clare­ 
mont, Calif, where she enrolled 
at Pomona College. Now 35, she 
will receive a bachelor’s degree 
on June 8. To help keep her hus­ 
band’s cause alive, Mrs. Evers 
has written a book, “For Us, the 
Living.” She speaks regularly 
at NAACP meetings around the 
country. 
A few weeks ago Mrs. Evers 


said of her widowhood, “You 
learn to adjust and keep going, 
but you never get over it.” 
The courage and gallantry 
that sustained Mrs. Kennedy 
during the ordeal of her hus­ 
band’s death, her majesy and 
sense of history in carrying out 
the President’s state funeral, 


captured the admiration oi the 
world. But the world did not let 
her retreat into anonymity after 
leaving the White House. To es­ 
cape the curious, she gave up 
her Georgetown home in hope of 
finding privacy in New York— 
without success.

His wealth had not made him 
greedy. To the contrary, he was 
indifferent to riches for he had 
found treasures no money could 
buy in the service and favor of 
the Lord.

The stoic composure of Ethel 
Kennedy who, surrounded by 
friends, nevertheless, seemed to 
be alone. 
The quiet tractable crowds in 
both Los Angeles 
and New 
York. 
David Brinkley closing his 
broadcast as the plane took off 
by saying with concealed anger, 
“There they go.. .Three widows 
of men murdered by political 
assassins,” referring to Mrs. 
Robert Kennedy, Mrs. John F. 
Kennedy and Mrs. Martin Lu­ 
ther King Jr, all on the plane. 
While all three networks per­ 
formed 
conscientiously 
and 
well, NBC must be singled out 
for special comment on two por­ 
tions of its coverage. 
During the hour before the ar­ 
rival of the plane in New York, 
Washington correspondent Ray 
Scherer sat with three other 
close friends of the Kennedys 
for a warm and intimate talk 
about the New York senator, his 
wife and their way of life. They 
were comedian Jack Paar, col­ 
umnist Art Buchwald and, most 
interesting of all, Rene Carpen­ 
ter, wife of former astronaut 
Scott Carpenter. 
They told anecdotes. They 
combined to explain the differ­ 
ence between the public Robert 
Kennedy and the private one, 
and they did it better than has 
been done before. They told of 
the fine relationship between 
the man and his wife. 
Later, correspondent Sander 
Vanocur, who had been a pas­ 
senger on the transcontinental 
trip, joined colleagues at the 
network’s New York studio to 
report on the journey. He told 
bow the family took turns sit­ 
ting on the floor beside the cas­ 
ket. 
There will be special coverage 
of St. Patrick’s Cathedral today 
as Kennedy lies there, and on 
Saturday the three networks 
will devote practically the en­ 
tire day to the funeral services 
in New York and the cortege 
and burial in Washington.

while Daly was abroad. 
Marks promptly accepted the 
resig nation. He sent Daly a let­ 
ter praising his one-y ear record 
as chief of the U.S. g overnment 
overseas radio. 
The 54-y ear-old Daly , a broad­ 
ca st journalist, moderator of the 
former TV pane'; show, “ What’s 
My Line? ” , and son-in-law of 
Chief Justice Earl Warren, was 
appointed to the VOA post by 
President Johnson May 29 , 19 67.

lawy er and friend of the Presi­ 
dent, runs USIA, which handles 
g overnment propag anda abroad 
and is the parent ag ency of the 
VOA. The VOA, with an annual

36 lang uag es. 
Daly said he has not shaped 
his plains after leaving his $24,- 
500-a-y ear g overnment position.

while Daly was abroad. 
M arks prom ptly accepted the 
resignation. He sent Daly a let­ 
ter praising his one-year record 
as chief of the U.S. government 
overseas radio.
